The following letter will explain steps taken by us to obtain 
an official ruling from the Attorney General’s office re: 
town liability for county farm patients. Without such a rul- 
ing, Unity could conceivably have been liable for a pay load of 
twenty or more cases at the county farm alone.

We reply herewith to your letter of September 15, 1953. 
Questions of the nature of the one which you raise have over 
the past few years, resulted in considerable difficulty in admin- 
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istering the Welfare Law. It has been held to be the general 
rule, supported by expressions of the courts, that a person may 
in fact establish a domicile and hence a settlement (R.L. c123, 
s.lI) in the town in which a county institution is located if he 
is self-supporting while at the institution. The theory behind 
such a rule of law is that a person is not compelled to take up 
his abode in a county home, in the way in which a prisoner, for 
example, would be required to stay in prison. Having the 
legal freedom to come and go as he pleases—even though going 
and coming would be difficult because of illness—he may exer- 
cise the necessary intent to acquire a domicile. Being self 
supporting he is not prevented from gaining a settlement by 
the provisions of R.L.c 123,s.7. 

It is, undoubtedly, upon the foregoing basis that the Wel- 
fare Department has sought reimbursement from your town. 

It is our view, however, that legislation enacted in 1953 may 
be deemed to displace the principles above stated. The statutes 
which I have in mind are Laws 1953, c.171 and Laws 1953, c.230, 
both of which modify R.L.c.125 s.8. We believe that the intent 
of these laws was to free towns in which institutions are located 
from the liability which would accrue after five years residence, 
and to place this liability upon the counties from which the per- 
sons entered the institution. We have recently advised the 
State Office of Welfare Department to this effect. 

The statutory law in this regard is not entirely clear, and 
it may be that a judicial opinion will be one day required. 
But, as suggested above, it is our view that a town in which a 
county hospital is located does not become liable for the support 
of a person who becomes a pauper while there, even though he 
has resided there for a time sufficiently long to acquire a settle- 
ment.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Unity, I herewith submit 
my second annual report as Superintendent of Schools: 


An emergencey now exists for housing the school children of 
Unity for 1954-55. The decision of the Claremont School District 
to accept no seventh grade pupils from Unity this next year, 
and no elementary pupils in 1955-56, means that Unity must 
provide its own building, teacher, books, supplies, heat, janitor, 
etc., for all pupils in grades 1-8. 


The school district, at its annual meeting in March, 1953, 
authorized the school board and an appointed committee to 
investigate the school housing situation and to present plans 
and sketches for the consideration of the voters at its next 
meeting if the school board and committee deemed it advisable. 


After interviewing several architects and visiting several 
schools constructed recently, a decision was made to ask the 
architectural firm of Helmer and Cole, of Woodstock, Vermont, 
to make a study and to draw up preliminary sketches for a 
central school. The details of these plans will be presented at 
the annual meeting in March. 


I recommend that you support the opinion of the school board 
and committee by voting to construct and equip a new central 
school, and then voting to raise and appropriate the money to 
accomplish the task. If such a vote is passed, it will still be late 
fall at best before a building could be completed and ready for 
occupancy. 


It will be necessary to provide temporary housing under any 
conditions, and the only solutions we can suggest at present 
are to open up the West Unity School and the East Unity 
School kitchen. Neither building is adequate to house the 
seventh and eighth grades. Transportation is another big factor 
to be considered in determining the disposition of pupils. 


I recommend the building of a central school for the improve- 
ment of the educational program. It would mean not more than 
two grades per teacher, and it would centralize the location of 
equipment. It would make it possible for the nurse and superin- 
tendent to give more attention to pupils and teachers by reduc- 
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ing the time spent traveling. It would facilitate improvement of 
the music, hot lunch, physical education and dramatics pro- 
grams. It would provide for a principal who could depend 
upon the support of other teachers in administering the school. 


The present teaching staff is one of the finest. Iam sure that a 
new building will do much to encourage them to continue teach- 
ing in Unity. Since the Cornish school construction has started, 
I have had four applications from teachers who would like 
to teach there. 


Considerable repair work has been done on the existing 
buildings, and new desks purchased. The buildings could be 
disposed of, and the money realized from the sale applied 
toward financing of a new school. 


I wish to express my confidence in the citizens of Unity to 
provide improved educational opportunities for the boys and 
girls who are now enrolled and those who will obtain their 
early training in Unity. They need all the education we can 
give them to compete in life successfully. 


May I once again thank the teachers, and especially the 
members of the board and building committee, for their support 
and assistance. They have spent many hours helping me com- 
plete the many details that go into the planning of the school 
program. 


I am looking forward to continuing to assist and work with 
you.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


Good health has been defined as “a state of complete physi- 
cal, mental and social well-being and the foundation of joyous, 
zestful living.” This is the goal for which we are striving in 
our school health program. 


Our school health program is carried out through the co- 
operation of the state, the local administrative staff of the 
schools, the teaching personnel, the parents, the pupils and the 
school nurse. 


Our first concern is for the physical well-being of our chil- 
dren. The child who has some physical defect, no matter 
how minor, and is not given the benefit of needed medical care, 
certainly cannot be the happy child we would like him to be. 


Routine inspections which are conducted in every school by 
your school nurse serve as a screening. These inspections con- 
sist of heights, weights, general condition, appearance, vision 
and hearing tests. If any defect is observed, a notice is sent 
home to the parents of the child. These notices in no way 
serve a diagnostic purpose. Your school nurse reports symp- 
toms only. A reply to the notice, by the parents, is most de- 
sirable. If no reply is made, or if the parents request the 
nurse’s assistance, she in turn makes a home visit to determine 
how she may best assist the parents in obtaining care for the 
child. 


Many organizations—federal, state, and local service organ- 
izations—stand ready to help in providing the necessary care 
for our children. If financial assistance is needed for eye care, 
service organizations such as the Rotary and Lion’s Clubs are 
very generous and helpful. The Sight Conservation Program, 
which is sponsored by the State Department of Public Welfare, 
is also available. Our same service organizations are also very 
interested in our hearing difficulties. There again, state as- 
sistance is available through the Crippled Children’s Services. 
If the loss of hearing is due to a congenital abnormality which 
may be corrected, Crippled Children’s Services will authorize 
treatment. Funds for hearing aids are not available through 
this service. We are dependent upon the N. H. Hearing 
Society, welfare agencies and service organizations for assist- 
ance in the purchase of hearing aids. 


In the case of the retarded child or the child who has great 
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difficulty in adjusting himself to school and his environment, the 
Child Guidance Clinic, under Dr. Philbrick, is available as a 
diagnostic clinic. 


These are only a few of the many agencies which stand 
ready to assist our children whenever the need arises. They 
assume a share in the responsibility of keeping our children 
healthy, happy and well-adjusted. 


The cooperation of each one of us is the important factor 
in the success of our health program. 


In conclusion, I would like to thank each one of you for 
your interest and your help in carrying out this important 
program.

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REPORT ‘OF SCHOOL STUDY COMMITTEE 


Our Committee has met many times throughout the year 
with the School Board and Superintendent. We have explored 
all of the possibilities in making room for the heavy pupil en- 
roliment we can expect from the school census just taken. It is 
clear that in the future we can expect larger enrollments in the 
lower grades. Even if we were to utilize all available school 
space, it would not be sufficient for the pupil load. Talks with, 
and estimates from architects and contractors have made us 
realize it would be a very poor economy to add to existing build- 
ings. As taxpayers, we felt that the cost of addition, while less 
than the cost of a new building, could not be justified in dollars 
and cents value to us. We would have to pay just as much per 
square foot to add new rooms to old, inadequate buildings. 


Our next question—can we afford a new school? The an- 
swer is yes. The school district is completely free of debt. Fur- 
ther, with increased pupil load and Claremont’s inability to ac- 
cept our elementary students, the cost of a new school per year 
would be no more than the cost of educating the pupils of Unity 
in any other way which would be makeshift and temporary at 
best. 


Having concluded that a new school was not only desirable 
and practical from a taxpayer’s viewpoint, we then interviewed 
many architects and went to visit schools, either under con- 
struction, recently completed or completed for a period of time. 
We have asked the firm of Helmer and Cole to draw tentative 
plans and sketches for your consideration. 


We have tried to consider a building on the basis of both 
present and future needs of the town. We cannot help but 
feel that you will be convinced, as we were, that a new school 
is desirable, practical and necessary.
